willingly release it for the home market if domestic prices can be forced 
up high enough to give them a< big a profit as they could reap abroad. 
The profit is the thing. 
And it is. in most cases, a profit admittedly far 
in excess of any previously realized. 
The food hoards are estimated at 110 less 
than 
i o .ooo .ood .ooo 
pounds in New York alone, 
flic totals for the whole eastern seaboard 
are beyond calculation. 
\YI10 are the owners of these hoards? 
A government representa­ 
tive says;

“O f the immense q uantities of foodstuffs held in storage the greater 
percentage is at the moment in the hands of profiteers, who are awaiting 
an opportunity to mulct either the citizens of Europe 
or this country. 
It makes 110 difference to them whom they snare. 
There is a legitimate 
and necessary q uantity held for American use, of course, and there are 
rten honest enough to give this product to the country at a reasonable 
profit, but the great percentage of food is held out of the market for 
nurely selfish reasons. 
“ Men who never in their lives bought a pound of butter, cheese, 
meat or leather with the idea of holding it for sale at 
a 
profit 
have 
jumped into this market and will sq ueeze the public if 
they 
get 
the 
chance. 
Millions loom in front of them, and they feel they are safe in 
exacting them.” 
H ere is a situation that the government authorities will do well to 
sift thoroughly. 
It is no time for reaping fortunes through gambling in 
the nation's food supply. 
It there is no authority' 
for 
preventing 
the 
gamblers from cornering the food surplus, holding it to create an ab­ 
normal scarcity and then taking advantage of the forced prices, there 
ought to l>e some legislation on the m atter at once. 
If there is any law 
providing for punishment of the offenders, it is time to enforce it. be­ 
fore they have succeeded in their plundering enterprise.
